of ghofts, which they hear by the fire-fide 
in a winter-night, than thofe who think all ~ 
reports of the appearance of fpirits fabulous. 
Thofe unbelievers contradi@ the eviden 
of all grave and credible hiftorians, both 
facred and profane, antient and modern, 
and the confirmed opinions, and _tra- 
ditions of all nations. Were we even led 
to reject this wniverfal teftimony of the 
world, yet we cannot help crediting the re- 
lations of particular people, whofe veracity 
in matters of fat is unqueftionable. What 
arguments can we ufe worthy of our con- 
fideration, againft the numerous relations 
of fpirits to be found in the works of an- 
tient hiftorians, poets, and even of fome of 
the phiiofophers? Lucretius himfelf, though - 
from his atheiftical principles it belonged to. — 
him to.infift, that the foul died with the bo- 
dy, even believes the reality of apparitions; 
that men have often been feen after their 
deceafe. : 

"The modern infidel mutt be greatly ftr eke 
etek the conceflion of fo determined an a- 
theift. Matters of faé& which Lucretius 
could not deny, though he had the impu- 
dence to attempt the fubverfion of the reli- 
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gion of his country, bore him down in fuch 
a manner, that he was compelled to account 
for. the appearance of ghofts very ftupidly 
and unphilofophically. He fays, that the fur- 
faces of all bodies are continually loofened, 
and peeling off from them, one after ano- 
ther: and that the thin cafes which inclofed 
one another whilft they. covered the body, 
like the fkins of an onion, are feen fome- 
times intire and perfect, whereby the figure 
and reprefentation of perfons dead, or ab- 
fent, is exhibited to our view. 
_ Although too many perhaps would sae 
ly beliéve ve exiftence of {pirits, though 
one rofe from the dead to give them a proof 
thereof, yet as there are other wavering 
- people, who have not arrived to, this. pitch, 
of incredulity, to convince them of the rea- 
lity of a future ftate, which it behoves all 
men to believe who want to be happy now, 
and when time fhall be no more; to. thofe 
perfons we now offer feveral a authenti-. 
cated, and therefore credible accounts of ap= | 
paritions: thofe which are not fupported. hy 
fufficient witneffes, we have omitted in this 
collection. Let the atheitts, if there. are a-

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The ten or twelve laft days the devil threw ftones 
about Mr. Perreaud’s houfe continually, from morn- 
ing to evening, and in great quantity, fome of them 
of two or three. pounds weight: one of thofe laft 
days Mr. Tornus went to Mr. Perreaud’s houfe, to 
know whether the devil was there ftill; and whift- 
ling tunes, the devil ftill anfwered him in the fame; 
then the devil threw a ftone at him, which falling 
at his feet, he took up, marked it with a coal, and

Mrs. Mompeffon being brought to bed, there 
was but little noife for the night fhe was in travail 
nor any for three weeks after till fhe had recovered 
ftrength; But after this civil ceflation, it returned 
in a more violent manner than ever, and, for the 
firft time followed the youngeft children, beating 
their bedfteads with fuch violence, that all prefent 
expected they would fall in pieces. In laying hands 
on them no blows could be felt, but it was very 
perceptible that they fhook exceedingly. For an 
hour together the drum would beat Round-heads 
and Cuckolds, the Tat-too, and feveral other points 
of war. After this a fcratching would be ‘heard 
_ under'the children’s bed, as if by fomething that 
_¢had iron talons. It would lift the children up in 
feir beds, follow them from one room to another, 
and for a while haunted no parts of the houfe but 


“where they were prefent. 


There was a cock-loft in the houfe whit had 
not been obferved to be troubled, thither they re- 
moved the children, putting them to bed while it 
was fair day; but they were no fooner in bed 
than the Invifible Drummer haunted. sar as be- 
fore. : ; 

On the fifth of Mavekebes the bits was cated 
ably loud; and a fervant obferving two boards im ~ 
the chidkdeen’ $. room removed, he bid the ald iceit 
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give him one of them; upon which the board came 
{nothing moving it that he faw) within a yard of 
him. The man faid, ‘* Pray let me have it in my 
‘6 hand,” and it was accordingly fhoved quite home 
to him, and fo up and down to and fro, at leat ~ 
twenty times together, till Mr. Mompeffon forbid 
his fervant fuch familiarities. This was in the day 
time, and feen by a whole room full of people; and 
on its departure it left a very fulphurous {mell be- | 
hind it, which was very offerfive. 

At night the minifter and Mr. Cragg, and di- 
vers of the neighbours, came to the houfe on a vi- 
fit. The minifter. went to prayers. with them; 
kneeling at the children’s bed-fide, where it was 
then very troublefome and loud. During the pray- 
ers it withdrew into the cock-loft, but returned as 
foon as they were over, and then, in fight of the 
company, the chairs walked about the room of 
themfelves, as did alfo every piece of furniture 
that was loofe, and the children’s thoes were hur- 
led backwards and forwards over their heads; at: 
the fame time a bed ftaff was thrown at the mini- 
fier, which ftruck him on the leg, but in fo fas 
vourable a manner, that a lock of wool could net 
fall more gently, and it was obferved that it. ftop- 
ped juft where it lighted, without ere or mov- 
ing from the place. 

Mr. Mompeffon perceiving that it fo middh pe- 
ftered the little children, he lodged them out at a 


neighbour’s houfe, taking his eldeft daughter, who + 


was about ten years of age, to his own chamber, 
which the {pirit had not vifited fora.month. Ag 
foon as the child was in bed ee eben, bet a 


apr’ 
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‘there again, and continued three weeks drumming” 
and making other noifes;: and it was obferved that. 
it would exatly anfwer to ‘drumming any thing 
that was beaten or called for. After this, the 
houfe where the childrem-lodged out happening to 
be full of vifitors, they were brought home,. and © 
no difturbance having- been in the parlour, they 
were lodged there; but their perfecutor foon found 
them out, and contented:itfelf with plucking them 
by the hair and night cloaths, without making any

. Tt was obferved that when the noife was loudet 
and came with the-moft fudden and ‘furprifing vis ° 
olence, no dog ahout the houfé would move,. tho? - 
the knocking-was often heard by the neighbours; ° 
and alfo at:a.confiderable diftance.. The -fervants . 
were. fometimes. lifted up,with their beds, and » 
gently let down again without ‘hurt 5 at other 
times it would be like a. great weight “upon theis ~ 
. About the latter.end of. December: 176 643 the 
_drumming.was lefs frequent,. and then they heard - 
a noife like jingling of money,.occafioneds/asit was - 
thought, by Mr. Mompeffon’s .mother having; a } 
few days before, faid, that fhe had often heard of - 
fairies dropping money,.arid fhould be very weil'fa- - 
_tished if their occafional vifitor would leave them - 
fomething for their trouble. ie 
After this it defiftted from. making a violet a 
noife, and employed itfelf in: playing little api. 
trucks. On Chrifimas Eve, a little beforenday, ong. 
of the little boys, in. getting out of his bed,. wags Be 
{truck on a fore place vpon his heel with the late 
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of the door. The night after Chriftmas’ day; it 
threw the old gentlewoman’s cloaths about the 
room, and hid her bible in the afhes: and it play- 
ed many other like pranks too tedious to mention: 
It thortly after became very troublefome to a fer- 
vant of Mr. Mompeffon, who was a very ftout fel- 
low, of fober converfation.: For feveral nights the 
bed-cloaths were endeavoured to be: pulled off in 
fo forcible a manner, that he was obliged to make 
ufe of his whole ftrength ‘to keep them on; and 
_fometimes, that not being fufficient he was left al/ _ 
moft naked, and his fhoes thrown at his head; and — 
now and then he found himfelf forcibly held, and; 
as it were, bound hand and: foot; but whenever 
he could make ufe of his oth ae hee with iy 
the fpirit quitted its hold. . 

A fon of ‘Mr. Thomas Deriiet fin beste ebostenied 
the drummer had fometime been) being on: a vifit 
to Mr. Mompeffon, told him. fome words he had 
fpoken; which it feems was not- well taken, for 

~ as foon.as they were in bed, the drumy beat up ve- . 
ry violently; on which the gentleman arofe, and 
- ¢alled his fervant, who lay with Mr.*Mompeffon’s: 
fervant before mentioned, whofe name was John: 
_ As foon as Mr. Bennet’s fervant was gone, John 
heard a ruftling noife in his chamber, and fome+ 
thing come to his bed-fide, as if it had been a pers 
fon in filk,. The man immediately endeavoured: 
to fecure his {word, which he found-from hims 
_ and it was with great ‘difficulty that he got it into’ 
his power, which he had-no fooner done than the 
im fpirit left ty and it was always obferved- ‘to ) avoid: |

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About the beginning of January, 1662, a fing- 
ing was heard in Mr, Mompeffon’s chimney, which, 
announced the coming of.the fpirit. And one 
night about that time lights were feen in the houfe ;, 
one of which came to Mr. Mompefion’s chambers: 
it feemed blue and. glimmering, and caufed great. 
ftiffnefs in the eyes of the beholders. After the 
light, fomething was heard to come up the ftairs, 
treading foftly, as if it had been a perfon ‘without 
thoes. The light was alfo feen four or five times 
~ in the children’s chamber; and the: maid fervants 
confidently affirmed, that the doors: were opened 
and fhut, at leaft ten times in their fight; and that 
when they were, opened they heard a noife as if 
half a dozen perfons were entering together: After 
which a noife like people walking in the.rcom. am 
 bove, and a ruftling of filk was heaedi atin eer: 

During the time of knocking, when, many pers 
fons were prefent, a gentleman. in company faids. 
‘© Satan, ifthe drummer fet thee to work, give three 
‘* knocks, and no word:” which it did very di- 
ftin@ly, and ftopped. The gentleman then knock- 
_ed to fee if it would anfwer him, as it was wont,, 
buti itdid not.

winter’s day. After continuing in the bed pant- 
_ ing and fcratching for.an hour and am half, it went _ 
to the next chamber, where it knocked a little, and 
feemed to rattle a chain.

The night following they aera fies: over: me 
chant bers: to fee what-impreffion: the fpirit would 
leave; in the morning they found in one place the _ 
refemblance of a great claw, in another. of a:lefs, 
fome letters in another (which they could make no- 
thing of ) befides.many. circles and f@atches. 

About this time (fays Mr: Glanville; my author) . 
I-went to the houfe on purpofe to enquire the truth 
of thofe paflages of which there was fo.loud a:re~ 
port, The fpirit had ceafed. its: drumming and. 
more violent noife before I came thither; but moft 
of the remarkable circunftances before related were — 
confirmed to ‘te there by feveral of the neighbours: 
who had been prefent at them. At this time it 
ufed to haunt. the children, and that as foon as they: 
were laid. They went to bed: that. night J was: 
there about. eight: o’tlocks when-a maid. fervant 
coming: down told us it was come: The: neighbours . 
who were there, and two minifters who. trad, heard: 
it divers times,. went away; but Mr... Mompeffon: 
and myielf, and a gentleman. who came with me, 
went up. I heard a ftrange feratching as we went: 
up the fairs, and when we came into the rooms. ‘ 


I ie it was jut behind ses, bellies of |

ehildren’s bed, and feemed to be againft the tick; 
Ut was as loud a feratching as*one with long nails’ 
‘can make upon a:bolter. \ There were two little 
modeft girls in the bed. between feven -and eight 
years old, as I-guefled. I faw their ‘hands out of 
the cloaths, and they could not contribute to the 
noife that was behind:their heads; they had been 
ufed'to it, and had ftill fomebody or other in the 
chamber with them, and therefore feemed not to 
be much affrighted. I, ftanding at the bed’s head, 

thruft my hand behind the bolfter, direéting it to 
the place from whence'the noife feemed.to come, 
which thereupon ceafed, and was heard in another 
part of the beds but when I ‘had taken out my 
hand it returned, and was*heard in’the fame place 
-as before. -I-had been told it would imitate any 
kind of noife, and made trial by fcratching feveral — 
times, as five, feven, and ten, which ‘it followed, 
and ftill ftopped at my number. I fearched under 
and behind the bed, ‘turned up -the cloaths to the» 
bed-cords, grafped’ the bolfter, founded the wall 

behind, and made all the fearch that I poftibly 


could to:find if there was any trick, contrivance, 


or common caufe of it; the like did my. friend ; 
but we could difcover nothing: So-that I was then 
verily perfwaded, that the noife was made by fome 
demon or fpirit. “After it had feratched about half 
an hour or more, it went into the midft of the bed, 
underthe children, and there feemed to pani 3 
8 dog out of breath very loudly. I put my hand 


‘upon the place, and felt the bed bearing up againtt ve 


itj-as if fomething within had thruft it up. ees Ke 
pore the feathers to. feel ifany: he living \ were . : 
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in it: I looked under the bed, and every where a» 
bout, to fee if there were any dog or cat, or any 
fuch creature in the room; and fo we all did, but 
found nothing. The motion that it caufed by this — 
panting was fo ftrong, that it fhook the room and 
windows very violently. It continued this more 
than half an hour, which time I and my friend ftaid 
in the room, and long after, as we were told. Dur- 
ing the panting, I chanced-to fee as it had been 
fomething (which I thought was'a rat or moufe) 
moving in a linen bag that hung up againft another 
bed in the room... I ftepped and caught it by the 
upper end with one hand, with which I held it, 
and drew it through the other, but found nothing. 
at all in it. There-was no body near to fhake the 
bag, or if there had, no one could have made fuch 
a motion which feemed to be from baeptie as - a 
living creature had moved in it, ; 

It will, I know, be faid by fome, ut my feat 
and I were under fome affright, and fo fancied 
noifes and fights that were not; but if it be pof- 
fible to know how a man may be affected, when in 
fear, and when unconcerned, I certainly know, for 
my own part, that during the whole time of being 
in the room and in the houfe, I was under no more 
affrightment, than lam while I write this relation; 

“and if I know that Iam now awake, and that T fee 
the objets before me, I know that I heard and faw 
the particulars I have told. ‘There is not, Lam 
fenfible, any great matter for ftory in them, but 
there is fo much that convinces me that there was 
fomewhat extraordinary, and what we wufiially: call 
preternatural in the bufinefs.

“What: further. ‘happened while I was at Tedworth, — 


as as follows: “My friend and I lay inthe cham- 
ber where the firft'and chief difturbance had been. 
We-flept well all night, but early, before day, in 
the morning, I was awakened (and I awakened my 
bed-fellow) by a great knocking without our cham- 
ber door. I afked who was there feveral times, 
but the knocking ftill continued without anfwer. 
At laft I -faid, *‘ In the name of God, who is it, 
*¢ and what would you have?” To which a voice 
anfwered, ** Nothing with you.” | We, think- 
ing it had been fome fervant of the houfe, went 
to fleep again; ‘but {peaking of it to Mr. Mom- 
pefion when we came down, he affured us no one 
‘of the houfe lay that way, or had bufinefs therea- 
bouts, and that his fervants-were not up till he cal- 
Jed them, which was after it was day; which they 


confirmed, and protefted that the sae not 


made by them. 

Another paflage was this; my man coming to 
the in the morning, told me, that the horfe on 
which I rode was all in a fweat, and looked as if he 
had been rid all night. My friend and I went down 
and found him fo.. I enquired how he had been 
ufed, and was aflured that he had been well fed and 
ordered, as he ufed to be; and my fervant was al- 
ways very careful about my -horfe. “The horfe I had 
had a good time, and I never knew but he was very

‘found: But after { had rid hima mile or two very _ 


gently over.a plain down, from: Mr. Mompeffon’s 


_houfe, he fell lame, and having made-a hard fhift | 


to bring me home, died in two or three days;. no 
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one being able to imagine what he ailed. This 
feems fomething more than mere accident. | ee 
But I gO on with Mr. Mompefion’s ‘own parti-— | 
culars. He fays, that another time, being in the 
day, and feeing fome wood move that lay in the 
chimney of aroom, as of itfelf, he difcharged a 
piftol at it, after which they found {everal drops on 
the hearth, and-in divers places of the ftairs. 
- For two or three nights after the difcharge of 
the piftol, ‘there was a-calm in the houfe, but then 
it came again, applying itfelf to a little child new- 
ly taken from ‘murfe, which it fo perfecuted, that 
it would not Jet the poor infant reft for two nights — 
together, nor fuffera candle in the room, bat car- 
ried them away lighted up the chimney, or threw 
thenr under the bed. It fo feared the child by leap- 
ing upon it,: that for fome hours it could not be 
recovered out.of the-fright: fo that: they were for- 
ced again to remove the children out of the houfe: 
and the following night, -about ‘twelve o’clock, 
fomething came up flairs and knocked at Mr. Mom- 
peffon’s door : but he lying ftill, it went up an- 
other pair of ftairs to his man’s chamber, to whom 
it appeared flanding ‘at his bed’s feet; the exact. 
‘{hape and proportion he could not difcern, but faid, 
he faw a great body, with two red and glaring eyes, 
which, for fome time; were fixed fteadily upon him, 
and at length difappeared. : gis 
Another night, firangers being prefent, it pur- 
red in the children’s bed like a cat, at which time 
alfo the cloaths and children were lifted up from 
the bed, and fix men could not keep them down; 
hereupon they removed tne children, intending t i 


‘ 
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have ripped up the bed; but they were no fooner 
laid in another, but the fecond bed was more 
troubled than the firft. It continued thus four 


hours, and fo beat the children’s legs againft the 


bed-pofts, that they were forced to arife, and fit 


up all night. After this it would empty chamber- 


pots into their beds, and ftrew them with afhes, 
though they were ever fo carefully watched. It 
put a pike-iron into Mr. Mompeffon’s bed, and into 
his mother’s a naked knife upright. It would fill 
porringers with afhes, throw every thing about, and 
continue making a noife all day. 4 

About the’beginning of April, 1663, a gentle- 


man that lay in the houfe had all his money turn-, 


ed black in his pocket: and Mr. Mompeffon com-' 


ing one day to his flable-found the horfe he uf-/ to: 


ride with one of his hinder legs in his mouth, and 


fo faftened there, ‘that it was diff&cult for feveral 


men to get it out withaleaver. After this there were 
fome other remarkable things, but my account gocs 
rio furthers only that’ Mr. Mompeffon ‘writ me 
word, that afterwards the houfe was feveral nights 
befet with feven or eight in the fhape of men;-whc, 
as foon asa gun was difcharged, would thule a- 
way together into an harbour. | 

- The'drummer was tried at the affize at Salifbury 
on this occafion. He was committed firft to Glou-

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I have plagued him (or to that purpofe) and he 
fhall never be quiet till he hath made me fatisfac- 
tion for taking my, drum. Upon information of this 
the fellow was tried for a warlock at Sarum, and all 
the main circumftances Ihave related were {worn in 
court by the minifter of the parifh, and divers o- 

_thers of the moft intelligent and fubftantial inhabi- 
tants, who had been eye and ear witneffes of them, 
time after time for divers years together. 

The fellow was condemned to tranfportation, and 
accordingly fent away; but I know not how (it is 
faid, by raifing ftorms, and affrighting the feamen) ~ 
he made fhift to come back again; and it is ob~ 
fervable, that during the time of his reftraint and 
abfence, the houfe was quiet; but as foon as ever 
he came back at liberty, the difturbance reaffumed. 
He had been.a foldier under Cromwell, and ufed to. 
talk much of gallant books he had of an. old fellow 
who was accounted a wizard. Upon this circum- 
ftance I fhall here add a ftory; which relation, 
though feemingly on other matters, yet Litegi ee 
main purpofe. | ‘ 

Mr. Hill, the gentleman who was with me “at 
‘the houfe, being in company with one Compton,. 
of Somerfetthire, who practifed phyfic, and pretends 
co ftrange matters, related to him this ftory of Mr. 
Mompeffon’s difturbance.. The doétor told him,, 
he was fure it was nothing but a rendezvons of 
witches, for an hundred pounds he would under- 
take to rid the houfe of all difturbances. In this. 
difcourfe he talked of many high things,and hav- 


~ ing drawn my friend into another room privately, 


faid, he would make him fenfible he could Ae fomating 
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_ thing’ more than ordinary; and afked him, Who he 
detired to fee. Mr. Hill had no great confidence 
in his talk, but yet being earneftly prefled to name 
fome one, he faid, He defired to fee no one fo much 
as his wife, (who was then many miles diftant from 
them) at her home. Upon this Compton took up 
a looking glefs that was in the room, and fetting it 
down again, bid him look in it; he did fo, and 
there he folemnly and ferioufly profefleth he faw 
the exact image of his wife in that habit which the 
then wore, and working at her needle in fucha 
part of the room (there reprefented alfo) in which; 
~and about which time fhe really wag, as he found, 
upon enquiry, when he came home: This he aver- 
ed to me, and he is a very fober, intelligent, and’ 
credible perfon. Compton had no knowledge of ’ 
hiny before, and was an utter ftranger to the perfon 
of his wife, and’ was accounted by all a very odd

Immediately Alice makes all hafte home,. 
being thoughtful for her child, but found it was as.

fhe had dreffed it, and committed it to the care of 
a neighbour, away fhe went to her mafter the doc- 


tor, who, amazed at the account fhe gave him, fent. 
her to his brother-in-law: he at firft hearing A» 
lice’s ftory and meflage, laughed at it heartily, but» 
fhe had no fooner told him the fecret, but he chan- 


ged his countenance, told her he would give the 


poor their own, and accordingly did fo, and they 


now enjoy it. f 


This, with more circumftances had been feveral 


times related by Dr. Bretton himfelf, who was well 


known to be a perfon of great goodnefs and fince- 
rity; he gave a large narrative of this apparition’of 
his wife totwo of my friends, firft to one Mr. Need= 
ham, and afterwards, a little before his death, to —

his daughter, but the devil, fo that he acknowled- 
ged fomething appeared in the likenefs of his 
daughter. .

“N thie iinabht a the year 1649, a common 
report pafling up. and down in ail men and wo.

was Robert Grieve, Alias Hob Grieve, trafficking 
in thefe parts of the country,. and deceiving many > 
fimple people. He was at laft difcovered, appre- 
hended, and imprifoned at the town of Lauder;

| efter ate oe and denial, wherein he ae ae 
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the great goodnefs of God, he was at length biebiall 
to a ferious acknowledgment of his guilt, and cons 
feflion of his being the devil’s officer in that coun- 
try, for warning all Satan’s vaffals to. come to the 
meetings where, and whenfoever the devil requir- 
ed, for the fpace of eighteen years and more. He 
acknowledged alfo, that his wife (who, twenty 
years, or thereabout, before was burnt at Lauder). 
was the occafion of his coming into. that fnare; 
for they being poor, and having little or nothing 
to live upon, he began to grudge under that.con- 
dition, and to complain of his lot; which his wife 
perceiving, defired him not to be troubled, but ~ 
fhewed him, that if he would follow her counfel, the 
fhould acquaint him with a gentleman who would 
teach him a way how to become rich.

pray for us.” But Hob. Grieve efpecially bare 

witneis to that fad truth, by a general declaration, 
in the face of the congregation, that he had expe- 
rience of the truth thereof. §* For (faid he) there 
is no trufting to his promifes; for in Muffelburgh- — 
water when I had a heavy criel upon my. back, he 
thought to have drowned methere; and fince Pcame 
into prifon, he did .caft me into the fire to 
deftroy me, as is well known to the prefent preach- 
er, and magiftrates of the place and many others;

made fome attempts to knock for fome of the fami- 
ly to come up; at which the apparition appeated:

- When I came to him, and afked him how it was 
with him? he moved. his head towards me, but 
was not able to fpeak. I waited an hour or two 
in the room, hoping that his fpeech might have 
feturned unto him, and that I might have genes

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from him fonie account of his condition. ‘Bot find? 
ing no alteration,.I defired thofe who were prefent 
to join with me in’ prayer. As we were praying, 
his body with much violence was thrown out of the 
~ bed, and then with great vehemency he called me 
to hold my tongue, when prayer was done, his- 
tongue was bound as “before, till at laft he brake 
forth into thefé words, Thine is the kingdom, thine 
is the napa Which he repeated above an hun- 
dred times. “Sometimes he was forced into ex 
treme laughter, fometimes into- finging. His hands 
were ufually employed in beating his breaft. “All 
of us (there prefent) who ftood by, could difcern 
unufual heaving in his body. This diftemper did 
continue towards the morning of the next day; and 
the voice within him fignifying to him, that it 
would leave him, bidding him to get upon his 
knees in order to that énd, which he did, and pre- 
sie he had a perfect command of himfelf. 

‘When I came to him, he gave me a fober ac- _ 
count of all the paflages of the day before, having 
a difting remembrance of what the fpirit forced 
_hiny to doy and what was. fpoken to him by thofe 
who ftood’ by- In particular he told me, he was 
compelled to give me that difturbance in” "prayer, 

which before I mentioned, the fpirit ufing his limbs 
_ and tongue as it pleafed, contrary to the. inclinati- 
— onof hisown thoughtand mind. | 

> Upon’ the ‘Thurfday following the fpirit best 
to rage after its former manner, as I was praying — 
with him, “It was very difcernable how it wrought

“poorer fort, by prefenting them with meat and 
drink, and this way allured them to himfelf; with 
other circumftances to be mentioned hereafter. The 
inhabitants of the village added, with great lamen- 
tations, That though their children had told all, 


and. themfelves fought God very. earneftly by pray- 


dreds of children to him, and made them fubjec : 


_ er, yet they were carried away by him. Andthere- © 


fore begged of the lords commiffioners, to root out 


this hellith crew, that they might regain their for- 


mer reft and quietnefs; and the rather becaufe the. 


children which ufed to be carried away in the‘coun- 


ty or diftriG of Elfdale, fince fome witches had beer 


bysneed remained unblemithed. 


That day, i. e. the thirteenth of ‘uk beiok 


the laft humiliation day inftituted by authority, for 


the removing of this judgment, the commiffioners 


went to the church, where there appeared a confi- 
derable affembly both of young and old. The chil- 


dren could read moft of them, and fing pfalms, and 
fo could the women, though not with any great 


-wealand fervour. There were preached two fer-- 
mons that day, in which the miferable cafe‘of thofe:- 
people that fuffered themfelves to be deluded by the. 
devil, was laid open; and thefe fermons were at 


laft concluded. with very fervent prayer. 


Ss public worthip being over, all the eee 
of ‘the ‘town were called together Jin the. Diced” 
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houfe, near three thoufand of them. Silence being 
commanded, the king’s commiffion was read pub- 
licly in the hearing of them all, and they were 
charged, under very great penalties, to conceal no= 
thing of what they knew, and to fay nothing but 
truth; thofe efpecially who were guilty, that the 
children might be delivered from the clutches of 
the devil, they all promifed obedience; the guilty 
Esiantlys: but the -guiltlefs wecnitg and crying 
_ bitterly. » . 

On the ‘egate of Auguift the commiflioners 
met again, confulting how they might withftand 
this dangerous flood; after long deliberation, an or- 
der alfo coming from his majefty, they refolved to 
execute fuch as the matter of fact could be proven 
upon. Examination being made, there were no 
lefs than threefcore and ten in the village aforefaid, 
three and twenty of which confefling their crimes, 
were condemned to die; one pretending the was 
with child, and the reft denying and pleading not 
“guilty, . were fent to Fabluna, where. mott of them 
were afterwards executed. — os 

Fifteen, children who ikewties ‘confeffed,. ‘that 
they were engaged in ‘this witchery; died as the 
-reft; fix and thirty of them between nine and. fix- 
teen years of age, who had been lefs guilty; were 
forced to run the gantlot. Twenty more, who had 
no great inclination, yet had been feduced to thofe 
hellith enterprizes, becaufe they were very young, 
were condemned to be lafhed with rods upon their 
hands for three Sundays together at the church 
door; and the aforefaid fix and thirty were alfo 

“doomed to be lafhed this way once a- “week for 
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a whole year together. ‘The number of the’ fetta 
ced children were about three hundred. 

On the twenty fifth of Auguft execution was done 
upon ‘the notorioufly guilty, the day being brighe ; 
and Sai ake and the fun fhining, and fome thou- 
‘faaids of people being prefent at the fpeétacle. The 
order and method obferved in the examination was 
this: 

Fir, The commiffioners and seighbauviney ju- 
flices went to prayer; this done, the witches, who 
had moft of them children with them, which they 
had eit ther feduced, or attempted to feduce, fome 
feven years of age, nay, from four to fixteen’ years, 
were fet before them. Some of the children com- 
plained lamentably of the mifery and mifcbief they - 
‘were forced fometimes to fuffer of the devil’ and 
‘the witches. 
ere children being afked, Whether sie were 
Ture, that they were at any time carried away by 
‘the devil? They all declared they were; begging 
_of the commiffioners, that they might be freed’ — 

7 that intolerable flavery. ' 
- Hereupon the witches themfelves were ‘afked, 
Whether the confeffions of thefe children were true? 
‘and admonifhed to confefs the truth, that they 
might turn away from the devil unto the living 
“God. At firlt, moft of them did very ftiffly, and 
“without fhedding the leaft tear, deny it, tho’ mueh 
againft their vif and inclination. After this the 
“children were examined every one by themfelves, 
“to fee whether their confeffions did ‘agree or no; 
and the commiffioners found that all of them, ex- 
“cept fome very little ones, who could not tell all the 
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circumftances, did punctually agree in their sberiein 
_fion of particulars, 

_ In the mean while, the commiffioners that were 
of the clergy examined the witches, but could not. 
bring them to any confeflion, all continuing fted- 
faft in their denials, till at laft fome of them burft 
out into tears, and their confeflion agreed with 
‘what the children faid; and thefe expreffed their 
abhorrence of the fact, and begged pardon. .Ad- 
ding that.the devil, whom they called Locyta, had 
topped the: mouths of fome of them, fo loath was 
he to part with his prey; and had ftopped the ears. 
of others: And. being now gone from them, they 
could no longer conceal it; for they had now per- 
ceived his treachery. 

_ The confeifion which the witches adi at Bie 
-dale to the judges there, agreed with the confeflion 
they:made at Mohra;. and the chief things :they 
-eonfeffed, confifted in thefe three points: Firft,. 
_ Whither they ufed to go? Secondly, What kind of. 
‘place it was they went to,.called|by them Blockula,. 
where the witches. and the devil ufed to: meet? 
Thirdly, What evil and mifchief: they had either 
done, or defigned there? T- 

Firft,, Of their journey to Blockula. The con- 
tents of their confeffion. 
~ We of the province of Elfdale,.do sang a hac 
-we ufed torgo to.a gravel pit,.which lies hard bya 
crofs-way, and there we put ona veft over our 


heads, . and then. danced round,. and after this ran Ka 3 
to the crofs way, and called the devil thrice, fick 23 


_owith a ftill voice, the -fecond time fomewhat loud- 
. ¢r, and the third time very loud, with thefe wordy, 
a LT 6. 
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Anteceffor come and carry us to Blockula. Where- 
upon immediately he ufed to appear,) but in'difer- 
ent habits; but for the moft part, »we faw him in: 
a gray coat and red-and blue ftockings. - He*had 
ared beard, a high crowned hat, with linen ofidi- . 
vers colours:wrapt about it, and long garters upon 
his; ftockings. It is very remarkable that the-de- 
vil never 83008 to: athe witches with a renee at his 
fide. 
‘Then he afked us, Vibeehien we iach ibis sian 
with foul and body? Hewe were content to do fo, 
he fet us om a beaft which he had there ready, and 
carried’ us over churches and ‘high walls. And af- 
ter all, we come to a green meadow where Bloc- 
kula lies: We muft procure fome ferapings of al- 
tars, and fileings of church clocks;:and then he gave 
us a horn with a falve in it, wherewith we do a- 
noint ourfelves, and a faddle, with a hammer and 
a wooden nail, thereby to fix the faddle; whereup- 
on we call upon the devil, and away we go. | 

 Thofe that were in’ the town of Mohra made 
in amanner the fame declaration. © Being afked, 
‘Whether they were fure of a real perfonal tranf- 
portation, and whether they were awake ‘when it 
“was done? They all anfwered in the affirmative ;. 
and that the devil fometimes laid fomething down: 
‘mn the place that, was very like them. But one 
of ‘them confeffed,. that he did only take a- 
way her ftrength, and her body lay ftill upon the 
ground; yet fometimes he took ays her body wie 
me : 

» Being afked, how nye sult: go with their Hite | 
ithe through chimneys, and broken pains of glafs? 
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They faid, that the devil.did firft remove all that 


“might hinder them in their eer and fo. thagy had 
‘room enough to go. 


- Others were afked, how they were able to carry 


fei many children with them? They anfwered, That 


when the children were afleep, they came into the 


‘chamber, and laid bold of the children, which 
ftraightway did awake, and afked them, Whether 


they would go toa feaft with them? To which 
fome anfwered, Yes; others, No; yet they were 


-all forced to go. ‘They only gave the children a 
fhirt, a coat and doublet, which was either red or 


blue; and fo they fet them upon a beaft of the de- 
vil’s' providing, and then they ride away. : 

The children confeffed the fame thing, and ees 
added, that becaufe they had very fine cloaths put 
upon them, they were very willing to go. 

Some of the children concealed it from their pa- 
rents, but others difcovered it to them prefently. — 

The witches declared moreover, that till of late, 
they had never power to carry away children, but 
only this yeareand the laft; and the devil did at that 
time force them to it: That heretofore it was fufh- 
cient to carry but one of their children, or a ftran-) 
ger’s child with them, :which happened feldom; 
but now he did plague them: and whip them, if 
they did not procure him many children, infomuch 
that they had rio peace nor quiet for him: And

If they 
ride upon goats, and have many children with them, 
that all may have-room, they ftick a fpit into the 
backfide of the goat, and then.are anointed with 
the forefaid eintment.. What the manner of their 
journey is, God alone knows: This much was made: 
out, that if the children. did at any. time name the ; 
~-names-of thofe, either men or women, that had been 
with them, that had carried them away, they were 
again carried by: force,- either to, Blockula or, the 
crofs-way, and there beaten, infomuch) that fome. 
of them died of it; and this fome. of the witches:

~. . Afterthis ufage the childze err are! exceeding ns 


jandif they. be carried over night, they cannot.re- . 
cover themfelves the next day, and, they often fall 
into fits; the coming of which they know by.an 
extraordinary palenefs. that feizes.on the children, 
and when a fit comes upon them, they lean upon 
their mother’s arms,, who fits up with them, fome- 
times all night, and when they obferve the palenefs, ; 
ihaxe the childien, but to no purpofe.. rn. 
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ke, ‘They obferve further that their childrens’ breatts 
grow cold at fuch times$ and they take fometimes: — 
a burning candle, and ftick it in their hair, which 
yet isnot burnt by it.

A little girl of Elfdale confeffed, that naming 
the name of Jefus, as fhe was carried away, fhe fell 
fuddenly upon the ground, and got a great hole in 
her fide, which the devil prefently healed up again, 
and away he carried her. And’ to this day the gisl 
confeffed, fhe had exceeding great pain in her fide. 
Another boy confefled ‘too, that one day: he was 
catried away with his miftrefs; and to perform the 
journey, he took his father’s horfe out of the mea= 
‘dow, where it was feeding, and upon his return, 

- fhe let the horfe go in her own ground. The next 
morning the boy’s father fought for the horfe, and 
not finding it, gave it over for loft, ‘but the boy 
told him the whole ftory, and fo' the father fetcht 
the horfe back again; and this one of the witches

+ “We come next to the place where they ufed to 
‘affemble, called Blockula, and what they did there: 
“they unanimoufly contefled, that Blockula is fitw-

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“you can fee no end. The place or houfe they met 
at, had before it.a great gate painted with many di- 
vers colours on it. “Through this gate they went 
into a little meadow diftant from the other, where |

Inia huge large room of this heute, éiey' faid, 
there ftood a very large long table, at which the 
witches did fit dawas: and that hard by this room 
was another chamber, where there were fome ya 
ly and delicate beds. 

The firft thing, they faid, fey rit dag Bloc- 
kula, was, that they muft deny all, and devote 
themfelves body and foul to the devil, and promife

there, and made them ‘to confirm their baptifm 
with dreadful oaths and imprecations. Hereupon 
the devil gave them a purfe, wherein there were

‘The diet they ufed to have there, was, they laid 
broth with: colworts and bacon in’ them, oat meal 
bread {pread with butter, milk and cheefe. And 
they added, that fometimes i it tafted very well, and. 

-fometimes very ill. After meals they wént: to 
dancing, and, in the mean.time, fwore and curf- 
ed mot dreadfully; and afterwards went to fight 
Ing one-with another. . Thofe of Elfdale confeffed, 
that the devil ufed to play upon a harp before them, 
and. afterwards to go with:them he loved: b ft into 
a chamber, where he committed venerous a atts. 
them. And this indeed all confeffed, that he | 
carnal knowledge of them; and that the devil had 
fons and daughters by them, which he did marry 
together, and they did:couple, and brought forth 
toads and ferpents. 

One day: the devil feemed to be dead, shaiia ; 
on there was great lamentation at Blockula; but 
he foon awaked again. If he hatha mind to be 
merry with them, he lets them all ride upon {pits 
before him, and.che takes afterwards the ipits, 
cand. beats them back and blue, and then laughs at 

them. And bids them believe that the day of 
judgment will come fpeedily; and therefore: fets

They faid, they had feen fonaetinies a wens great 
devil like a dragon, with fire round about him, and 
bound with an iron’chain: and the devil that con- 
verfes with them tells, that if they confefs any thing 
he: will fet that great devil loofe upon them, where+ 
‘by all Swedland hall come into great danger. They 
added, that the devil, had a church there, fuch an+ 
. other as in thetown of Mohra. When the com- 
miffioners were coming, he told the witches’ they 
fhould: not fear them; for he would. certainly: kilt 
them all. And they confefled, that fome of theny 
had attempted to murder: the comeniaaiera but 
had not been able to effect it. 5h a 
. Some of the children talked much of a aos. 
gel, which ufed to forbid them what the. devil had 
‘bid them do; and told:them, that thofe things. 
fhould not laft long; what had been done, had been: 
-but permitted, becaufe of the fin and wickednefs 
‘of the people and their parents; and that the. cap- 
rying away of the ehildren. fhould be made mani- 
feft. And they added; that this. white angel would: 
place himfelf fometimes at’ the door betwiat the 
witches and the children; and that when they came:

A woman confeffed, that the devil gave her ‘a 
wooden knife, wherewith, going into houfes, fhe 
had power to kill any thing’ fhe touched with it; 
yet there were few that would confefs, that they 
had hurt any man or woman. Being afked,Whe- 
ther they had murdered aay children? ‘Fey con- 
fefted, that they had indeed tormented many, but 
did not know whether ' any of them dies of thefe 
plagues. © 

And added, that the devil hady thewed het 
feveral ‘places where he — no. awa to nits 
chief. : 

- The minifter of Elfdale declared, that one night 
thefe’ witches were, to his thinking,.on the crown 
of his head; and that from thence he had a Tong 
continued pain of the head. 

One of the witches confeffed, that the devil had 
fent her to torment that minifter; and that fhe was 
ordered to ufe a nail, and ftrike it into his heady 
‘but it would nggenter very deep, and hence came 
that head ach.

And-the added, that before 
fhe was burned, or-executed. by the nan af atieitioa, 
the boy would recover. , 
| They confeffed alfo, that the devil ahead chem a 
beaft, about the fhape and bignefs of a cat, which 
they call a carrier; and he gives them a_ bird too, 
as big as a-raven, but white: And thefe creatures 
they can fend any where, and wherever they come - 
they take away all fort of victuals they can get, as 
butter, cheefe, milk, bacon, and all. forts of feeds, 
whatever they can find, and carry it.to the: witch, | 
What the bird brings, they may keep to themfelres; 
but what the cartier brings they muft referve for the 
devil, and that is brought to Blockula, where he | 
gives them of it as much as he thinks ft. 

They added, that the carriers filled themfelves fo 
full oftentimes, that they are forced to {pew by the 
way, which fpewing is ‘found, in feveral . gardens 
where colworts grow, and not far from the houfes. 
of the witches. dt is of a yellow colour like. gold, 
and is calied the butter of the witches. os 
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~» The lords commiflioners were indeed very car- 
selina took great pains to perfuade them to thew 
fome of their tricks, but to no purpofe; for they 
did all unanimonfly confefs, that fince they had 
confeffed all, they found that their witchcraft was 
gone; and the devil at this time appeared very ter- 
tible, with claws on his hands and feet, with horns 
on his head, and a long tail behind, and fhewed 
them a pit burning with a hand out; but the devil 
did thruft the perfon down again with amiron fork, 
and fuggefted to the witches, that if they continu: 
ed in their confeflion, he would deal: with them in 
the fame manner.

“Af- 
ter he had enjoyed hery. he defired her, that, ac- 
cording to the cuftom of French gentlemen, his 
two comrades might partake of the fame pleafute; 
fo the admitted them one after another. . And 
when all was done, as they’ fat together, ra told 
them, If they knew. well who, fhe was, none,of 
them would have ventured upon her.

“Ghaiog heard it often faid, that witches could not 
fay the Lord’s prayer, whether fre could fay that 
“prayer or no, and found {te could not. Where- 
_wpon fhe faid the could fay it, and. had often. faid 
aS defired the court to. hear her fay ty they gave 
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her leave, and four times together, after: thefe 
‘words, give us this day our daily bread, fhe con- 
‘tinually faid, as we forgive them, always leaving 
‘out the words, and forgive us our trefpaffes; up- 
on which the court appointed one near her to teach 
here thefe words fhe fo left out. But either the 
could not or would not fay them, ufing only thefe 
or the hke words when thefe were repeated, ay, ay, 
trefpaffes, that is the words. And. being often 
prefled to utter the words as they were repeated to 
her, fhe did not. And being afked the reafon, the 
faid fhe was old, and had a bad memory; and be- 
ing afked ~how: her memory ferved her fo well 
for other parts of the prayer, and only failed 
-her for that, fhe faid fhe knew not, neither could :

‘John Pyne depofed, that «sabieue January daft,

; that tied it remained unaltered. . That after thefe 
‘ftones had thus haunted her, fhe fel into moft griev- 
~ousfits, wherein fhe was fo violently diftrated, that 

four men would have much ado to hold her, and 
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that at the higheft extremity of her fits, fhe: wouttl- 
cry out againft Gammer Newton, for hurting and- 


tormenting of hers That fometimes the maid 


would’ be reading in the bible, and on a fudden he 
hath feenthe bible ftruck out of hér hand, into the 
middle of the room, and fhe immediately caft into 
a violent fit. ‘That in her fits, he hath feen two. 
bibles laid on her breaft, and in the twinkling of an 
eye, they would be caft between the two beds the 
maid lay on, fometimes thrown into the middle of: 


the room;, and that Nicholas Pyne held the bible - 


in the maid’s hands fo faft, that it being fuddenly 
{natched away, two of the leaves were torn. hat: 
in many other fits the maid was removed ftrange- 
ly in thetwinkling of an eye, out of the bed, fome- 
times into the-bottom of a cheft with linen, under 
all the linen, andthe linen not at all difordered, 
fometimes between the two beds the lay on, fome- 
times under a parcel of. wool, fometimes betwixt 
his bed and the mat of it in another room; and 
once fhe was laid on a fmall deal board, which lay | 
en the top of the houfe betwixt two follar beams, 
where he was forced to rear up ladders to feteh 
her down. That im her fits fhe hath often vomit- 


‘ed up wool, pins, horfe-nails, ftraw, needles, and 


mofs, with a kind of white foam or fpittle, and 
hath had feveral pins ftuck into her arms and 


hands, that fometimes a man muft pull three or 
four times befere he could pull them out; and 


fome have been ftuck between the fleth’and the * 


fkin, where they might perfe€tly be feen, but not 
taken-qut, nor any place feen where they were put 
in. ‘That when the witch was. brought. i inio- the 
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oom: where the was, the would be in more violent 


and longer-lafting fits than at other times. | That 
all the time the witch was at liberty, the maid was 
ill:»as foon as fhe was committed and bolted, fhe 
recovered and was well, and when the witch was 
removed to Cork the maid fell ill. And there- 
upon the mayor of Youghall fent to fee if fhe was 
bolted, and to acquaint them that the maid was ill, 
and to defire them to bolt the witch if fhe was not 
fo. That fhe immediately mended, and was as 
well as ever fhe was; and when the meflen- 
ger came from Cork, and told them when the 
witch was bolted, it fell out at the very time ml 
maid amended at Youghall. 

Nicholas Pyne depofed, that the fecond night 
after the witch was in prifon, being the twenty- 
fourth of March laft, he and Jofeph Thomfon and 
Roger Hawkins, and fome others;. went to fpeak 
with her concerning the maid,.and told her that it 


‘was the general opinion of the town, that fhe had 


bewitched her, and defired her to deal freely with 
them, whether fhe had bewitched her or no. She 
faid fhe had not bewitched her, but it maybe fhe had 
overlooked her, and that there was a great diffes 
rence between bewitching and overlooking, and»: 
that fhe would not have done her any harm if fhe 
had not touched her, and that therefore fhe had 
kiffed her. And fhe faid, that what mifchief fhe, 


‘thought of at that time fhe kiffed her, that would 


fall upon her, and fhe would not confefs but fhe 


had wronged her, and thereupon fell down upom 
her knees, and prayed God to forgive her for 


wronging the poor wench, They withed. that” 
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fhe might not be wholly deftroyed by hers to.
